"Released in $800 bail on the 
charges of assault and battery and 
inciting to riot, George A. Jones, a 
<leaf-mule, employed at No. 805 
Columbia Avt-nue, is seeking wil- 
nessoH to testify for him when his 
case is called in court. 

" Through his lawyer he has ex- 
plained that he boarded a Fourth 
and Pine Streets car at Gerinantown 
and Hunting I'ark Avenues, the 
evening of March 15tli. He paid his 
fare, but being a mute was unable 
to explain that he wanted a transfers. 
It is said that when he endeavored 
to make signs to show what he 
wanted, the coinluctor attacked 
him and later had him arrested on 
charges of|assaiill and battery, the 
<;harge of inciting to riot being add- 
ed. EITorls to locate the con- 
ductor, Harry Mannigan, have 
failed. 

No good citizen will object to the 
effoitsofthe i>olice to uphold the 
majesty of the law; but some in 
their blind zeal to do their duty, or 
maybe owing to their want of 
horse-sense, have been making 
serious mistakes, mostly the new 
men who are ni<!kiiained 

" Browuies." If Philadelphia was 
a city of Russia, there would be 
nothing surprising about su(;h a 
condition, but Philadelphia is as 
far away from Russia as the " boss 
cars" of New York — See !

Fortunately, 
St. Joseph's Ho.H[)ital is at the 
corner of lOA. and Guard Ave., 
and the man leceived immediate 
medical care. He, however, can- 
celled his plaus here, and left for 
home the same daj, vowing never 
to come to i*hila<lelphia again. He 
has our sincere regrets. 

A teacher of the Mt. Airy School 
recently had to pay the highest fare 
for a trolley ride that has tieon re- 
corded, perhaps. She liandeii the 
conductor (a strike breaker) a two 
dollar bill. The fare-collector 
simply pocketed the greenback and 
said nothing. 

Naturally the lady, asked for hnr 
change, but she was ignored. 
When she alteinpte<l to remons- 
trate, a policeman, who was guard- 
ing the car approached her and 
advised her to make no further 
demonstration. With the conduc- 
tor and the guardian of the law 
against her there was no other 
course to follow but lo obey. 

On Friday evening- (April 2d) 
Mr. R. E. Underwood and the 
Journal correspondent decided lo 
make a (tall on Washington Hous- 
ton, who was severely injured by 
being struck by a trolley car abont 
two weeks ago Spurning one line, 
they look the one which seemecl 
most safe for a night trip. They 
reached their destination all right, 
but the return home was far from a 
•*joy ride." Shortly after they 
had boarded a car, three jiolice- 
men came on. The sight- of such a 
group reminded the deaf riders that 
they would soon be riding through 
the hot-bed of the strike troubles 
and they decided to keep wide 
awake. As the ear was s[>eeding 
along Kensington Avenue, both 
sides of the street were lined for 
two squares with people, all seem- 
ingly looking in one direction. 
The passing car was the obje<!t of 
view, but the crowds seemed quiet 
and orderly until theie was a bang 
followed by a crash of windows. 
Immediately the policemen took 
positions on the rear platform and, 
with drawn revolvers, prevented 
further attack and the oar sped 
carelessly on, the green raolorraan 
smoking cigarettes all the way. 
The car's route is down Sixth Slr(»et 
but the motorman took things his 
own way and switched to Tenth 
Street — four blocks above. It was 
certainly a thrilling little experi- 
ence for Messrs. Underwood and 
Reider, who were totally utuiwnre 
of any trouble that night until 
caught in an attack; but neither 
lust a hair by it. Next day the 
papers contained the following 
note which refers to the route 
traversed by the deaf riders. 

Between 9:30 and 11 p m. 
several shots were fired at frolhty 
cars at Kensington Avenue and 
Orleans Strerit. All the evening 
tlmre was hardly a car arriving in 
Frankford that did not have several 
or all windows shattered by stones. 
In conseiiiience of this policemen 
were detailed from all the iiortlnmHt 
districts lo guard Kensington Ave- 
nue and Front Street. 

Mr. Washington Houston is still 
confined t^o the house as a result of 
his injuries. A sprained ankle may 
take a week or two moie to heal, 
tint otherwise he is doing well. He 
receives visits from his deaf friends, 
and others would doubtlessly call 
also were the trip "<.i iImUx- Mr. 



Houston is pleased and thankful 
for the many expressions of sym- 
pathy by his friends.

Holy Communion was 
ailministered to a large number, and 
the total offerings on this day reach- 
ed ovei one hundred dollats, with 
some envelopes still out 

to be returned at the next 
service. Among the visitors from a 
distance were Mr. CUareuoe A. 
Boxley, of Troy, N. Y , and Mr. 
Frederick W. Schoneman, of Illi- 
nois, who came here from Wash- 
ington, D. C, and many others 
from nearby places.

Within the brief space of four 
weeks the State School for the Deaf 
hasHuffered the loss of two mem- 
bers of its official family by death. 
OiiSaturday at midnight, March 
19lh, 1910, Mr. J. H. Jem igan died 
very suddenly at his home in St. 
P'erdinand Street, heart failure be- 
iug the immediate cause. But for 
some time previous to his demis<t 
Mr. Jernigau had not been in very 
good health. lIowever,|on the 19th, 
he never looked so well as he di'l 
for so long a time. Ileuoe, his 
death was a shock to us all. 

Mr. Jernigau was born at Fort 
Gains, Georgia, July 4th, 1888, and 
was therefore in his 72d year. He 
attended the Georgia School for the 
Deaf at Cave Spring, leaving when 
the Civil War broke out. Ue en- 
listed as a regular soldier under 
Capt. John Avirett at Goldsboro, 
N. C. Ho served mostly in Com- 
pany 1, 58th 'Alabama Regiment of 
Infantry of Gen. St<*wart's Division, 
one of Gen. Bragg's army. Ho 
served continuously until after the 
battle of Chickamauga when at his 
own request he was mustered out 
on account of prolonged ill health. 
He then followed the trade of shoe- 
making, and was foreman of the 
shoeshop of the Arkansas School 
during the superintendenoy of 
Henry C. Hammond. For several 
years he was foreman of the shoe- 
shop of the Iowa School. In 1902 
ho became foreman of our shoeshop 
and one of the supervisors of 
boys, and literally remained " in 
harness" until his death. 

Mr. .lernigau was twice married. 
Of the first union five children were 
born, of whom four are living, all 
grown up, well educated, and mar- 
ried, lie was married the second 
time to Mi.ss Maria V,. Mims, ou Sep- 
tember 20th, 1905, at I'nittvllle, 
Ala., and she survives him. Mr. 
Jernigau was a loving husband and 
was devoted to his own fireside. 

He was a member of the I*ioh- 
bytrriiin Church, United Confede- 
rate Veterans, and the Order of 
Owls. 

Fine floral tributes of led and 
white flowers— colors of the Con- 
federacy — were sent by the Joanna 
Waddill Chapter and Henry Wat- 
kins Allen Chapter, U. D, C. 

Mr. Jeinigan was one of thostt 
frolunate veterans who have had 
the Cioss of Honor conferred upon 
them by the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy. 

The remains, followed to the Y. 
& M. V. de[)ot by Confederate 
voteians, representatives from the 
Older of Owls and the larger boys 
all inarching in a body, were ship- 
pod to Pratt vi lie for burial. 

To the bereaved widow, whom 
we had all giowii to love, and his 
children The J'i'licmi extends 
siocere sympathy in her loss. — Tlie 
Pelican, Baton Rouge, La.

I 
need not repeat what he has done 
during his two historical terms.

It is proponed to create n memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D,, by the erection of a Parish 
Buildiing for St. Ann's Chureh fo( 
Douf-MuteN. The present Charoh 
m HJtiiated on 148th Street, Just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is baill 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the "jtreet to permit the eree- 
tiou of Huob a baildiug as above 
indicated, which will form a faoade 
to the church edifice and be a oeat«r 
Of religiouH and social life amonfpl 
the Hiient peoples. Dr. QallaaMt 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this bnilding, whiob 
would have completed the oharoh 
with which hiu uauu has always 
been asHooiated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
ipost littiug memorial to bim that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
lot of ground about forty-five feat 
long the street front and tweuty- 
live i'eet in depth. It will be three 
Htorieu in liuight, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for ** The Gallaa- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about l|3U,0UU, and the buiidiag 
itttelf, in its position and purpose, 
will form a oonB|llonoafl monuaeat 
to him whoMu life waH devoted to the 
Silent peoples. They themielves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
